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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the combined limitations of the 
high-magnetostriction layer. 

While the Examiner maintains that these is sound basis that the prior art of 
record inherently meets the limitation regarding the magnetostriction constant limitations 
of the "high-magnetostriction layer", the Examiner deems that there is insufficient 
specificity to anticipate or render obvious the combined limitations in the 
magnetostriction constant and the saturation magnetic field. The Examiner notes that 
optimization of one would not necessarily lead to optimization of the other, and as such, 
the Examiner deems that the prior art neither anticipates, nor renders obvious, 
controlling the properties of a "high-magnetostriction layer" meeting the claimed 
structural limitations, to meet both claimed property limitations. 

Regarding claims 1 8 and 19, these claims are allowable for the reasons of record 
presented in Paragraph 13 of the Office Action mailed March 27, 2006.
